38 oi 1978, State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1973, the President is 
pleased to enact as follows: —

Reasons for the enactment 

The Uttar Pradesh Ceiling on Property (Temporary Restrictions on 
Transfer) Act, 1972, was enacted with a view to banning transfer of 
urban properties during a period of three months. Such a step was con¬ 
sidered necessary because it was apprehended that pending considera¬ 
tion and passage of the Uttar Pradesh Urban Property (Ceiling) Bill 
which had already been introduced in the State Legislative Assembly, 
some persons might transfer their urban properties with a view to de¬ 
feating the very purpose of the, said Bill. 

2. The said Bill has not yet become law. So it was considered neces¬ 
sary to extend the life of the Uttar Pradesh Ceiling on Property (Tem¬ 
porary Restrictions, on Transfer) Act, 1972, from time to time and accord¬ 
ing to the latest amendment, the Act expires on 30th September, 1973. 
As the Ceiling Bill is not likely to become law before the said date, it i» 
proposed to continue the restrictions on transfer till September SO, 1974. 

3. Under the Uttar Pradesh Ceiling on Property (Temporary Restric¬ 
tions on Transfer) Act, 1972, the District Collectors are authorised to per¬ 
mit any person to transfer his urban property if the value of such pro¬ 
perty held by him along with the members of his family does not exceed 
twoi lakhs of rupes. It is proposed to raise this limit from rupees two 
lakhs to rupees three lakhs so as to provide relief to all those persons 
who are not likely to be affected by the aforesaid Celing Bill. 

4. The present measure seeks to amend the principal Act suitably for 
the above purposes. 

5. In view of the urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to consult 
the Consultative Committee of Parliament on Uttar Pradesh legislation. 
The measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to the Con¬ 
sultative Committtee.
